NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—In the very heart 
of the theatrical and hotel district, less 
than 100 feet from the Giisey Howse, and 
within 50 feet of Broadway, Capt. Walter 
Craft, a respected and wealthy citizen of 
Gien Cove, L. I., was beheaded while under 
the influence of knock-out drops. 

It was in the Empire Garden Cafe, No. 


Wet Twenty-nirnth street, and the murder 
was done by Thomas Tobin, a waiter in the 
resort. 

After cutting off the head of his victim 
Tobin attempted to incinerate it in a fur- 
nace in the cellar of the resort, his inten- 
tion having been to cremate the whole body, 
pleceineal. The police arrived in time to 
rescue the head before it was completely 
coneumed and arreet Tobin. He was re- 
cently discharged from prison, after serv- 
ing an l8-year sentence for administering 
Grugs and robbing a man in a tenderloin 
resort. 

The history of crime in New York fur- 
nishes no more peewsome chapter than this 
murder. One of the witnesess has made a 
complete confession. 

Capt. Craft was 60 years old. He retired 
with a competence five years ago. He 
tired occarionally of the dullness of life at 
Gien Cove and came to New York for a 
“good time.'' On these occasions he fre- 
en the resorts in Twenty-eighth and 

wenty-ninth streets, off Broadway, where 
women of the street spend some of their 
time at night, openly plying their trade. 
They are the most loathsome places in the 
city, but are permitted to operate with 
Only occasional raids. 


The Story of 
the Horrible Murder.

Then Tobin, who is 
slight and physically a weakling. took 
Craft by the head, dragged him across the 
fioor and down the stairway into the dark 
cellar. McEnaneyv stood at the head of 
the stepa watching.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—Enforced quiet- 
ude distresses President Roosevelt more 
than any pain that he may be suffering 
from his injured leg. It is amazing to his 
friends that he has so graeefully yielded to 
the advice of the doctors. 

Mr. Roosevelt does not believe that his In- 
jury is worthy of such serious considera- 
tion, but his doctors have told him that It 
is absolutely essential that he remain per- 
fectly quiet for ten days. To one ac- 
customed as he has been to taking violent 
and vigorous exercise daily time will drag 
as if measured by a clock long since rum 
down. 

Notwithstanding the injunction of the 
physicians, he is strenuous in bed just as 
he is when free from ailment. He does not 
rest like others would do. He must read or 
talk or dictate to his secretaries. It was 
contemplated when he was brought to 
Washington that he remain in his rooms 
and dismiss all business cares. But he 
could not do that. His active mind will 
not permit it. 

Mrs. Roosevelt appreciates that rest and 
absolute quiet are essential to a speedy 
cure. She is constantly at his bedside dur- 
ing the day, cheering and endeavoring to 
cause her husband to forget his imprison- 
ment. 


UP AT 7A. M. 
Awake at 7, the President dresses him- 
self and takes to the couch, upon which 
he is obliged to spend the long ‘hours 


of the day. 

He does not take kindly to the cushions 
and pillows which have been piled on it, 
as it is too suggestive to him that he 
is regarded as a sick man. To one who 
has slept on the ground in a wild country, 
and who has ridden a horse all day long 
when far worse off physically than ‘he 
now is, Mr, Roosevelt does not believe 
all the provisions made for his comfort 
necessary. But he tamely submits and 
accepts things as he finds them. 

Two men, trained nurses, are on duty 
day and night to attend him. They look 
after the bandages. 

Mrs. Roosevelt arises at about the same 
hour her husband does and is early in 
his room with a morning greeting. Break- 
fast is served in the room, Mr. and Mrs. 
Roosevelt breakfasting together. Then he 
reaches for one of the many books which 
have been placed in his room, and while 
Mrs. Roosevelt busies herself elsewhere 
about the house he plunges into the vol- 
ume and for the time is unmindful of his 
confinement, 

By the time he has tired of reading, 
Secretary Cortelyou and the clerical forces 
arrive at the temporary White House. 
Mr. Cortelyou apprises him of the more 
important matters demanding attention. 
The President advises as to what action 
is to be taken, and, if there are any let- 
ters to be answered, a stenographer comes 
to his room. The President is happy when 
he can busy himself with affairs of state. 

That causes him to forget for the moment 
that he is under the doctor's care. 

By the time the noon hour has arrived 
Mrs. Roosevelt has arraigned for a lunch, 
which he eats with a relish with his wife 
as his companion. An hour ts thus pleas- 
antly spent. During the afternoon he -con- 
verses with his wife, reads books, sees and 
talks with a few of his most intimate 
friends, and attends to such matters of 
business as require his saetention. 

Dinner time arriving, a table is spread 
beside his couch, and, propped ap on pil- 
lows so that the Injured leg is in an easy 
position, he and Mrs. Roosevelt partake 
of the meal which, tn every particular. 
meets his taste and desires. The President 
eats heartily. and enjoys his meals. Mrs. 
Roosevelt's presence makee them aj] the 
more enjoyable, as they are very fine chums 
as well as man and wife. 


MISSES HIS CHILDREN. 

If some of the children could be present 
at the meals the President's 
would be complete. He talks about them 
to Mrs. Roosevelt constantly, and it is

The Pius fund case is not very important in itself, but may

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LET US CULTIVATE HOPE. 


Leaving aside the question of whether it be sinful, the doctrine 
of suicide is a dangerous, one to preach. There is enough sorrow 
and death in the world as it is, without adding to the great sum 
of human misery the self-effacement of those who feel the op- 
pressive hand of woe. 

Suicide clubs are rightfully regarded by thinking men with 
horror. Men who to'!n these uncanny organizations tempt fate 
without reason. They must go whenever their turn comes, even 
though at that moment they he satisfied with life. Sane men 
have no vatience with such conduct. 

In the same way, but perhaps with less austerity, men regard 
suicide In general. However we may gloss over the circumstances 
attending a death of this kind, the fact remains that a human 
soul has deliberately shirked the responsibilities of life. In many 
cases they leave behind them a train of sorrowing relatives, some 
of whom they are iegally and morally bound to support in a 
material way. But they have not the moral courage to face the 
trials of life. They quit the Ills they have, to “fly to others that 
they know not of."’ 

Some say this denotes rare courage. But it does not. It denotes 
rank cowardice. The suicide is a “‘quitter;’’ and for the ‘‘quitter” 
the world, as a rule, has but scant sympathy. This is one of the 
main reasons why suicide is considered disgraceful. 

A few Gays ago, after a St. Louis woman had ended her life. 
a poem which she had greatly admired, and which was written 
by another St. Louls woman, was widely published. In part it 


said: . 


Dear friends, loved friends, 30 when I cannot give 
The rose’s tinting to life’s latest close, 
'Tis better early that I cease to live, 
And going. leave the memory of a rose. 
If darkness cloud my eyes, my song ts stilled, 
When voice and singer linger but a shade. 
Bid me no: stay, for heaver, I know, fs filled 
With better things than this: I’m not afraid. 
Sweet Euthanasia, with your kindly breath 
Weft me out gently from the world’s giad throng, 
So I may leave behind me from the place called Death 
The happy memory of my rose and song. 


This fanciful philosophy may be pleasing to contemplate, but it 
is not stern enough to meet the requirements of the life we are 
called upon to live. Walving the question of the sinfulness of 
the act again, common humanity, if not common sense, should 
teach us that no individual has a right to take his own life when 
that act would bring sorrow to others, any more than he has the 
right to take the life of another. 

Whether or not suicide is a sin, it is the acme of selfishness, 
and what human characteristic is more to be condemned than 


that? 
It takes no courage to die. What we need is courage to live. 


Let us preach hope; not suicide.

Two items of the day’s news in Friday’s 
Post-Dispatch were of more than usual in- 
terest to.persons who are pleased to find 
food for thought In current events. One 
told of a scientific dream book, published 
by two members of the Paris Institute. 
The other told how an Indianapolis phy- 
sicilan had brought insects and animals 
back to life by the application of a powder 
which was supposed to collect the mag- 
netism with which the atmosphere !s sat- 
urated. 


These items are of more than usual tn- 
terest, because they deal, in some degree, 
with the momentous problem of life, vital- 
ity, spirit, or soul. These are not syn- 
Onymous terms, but the average person 
takes them to be such, and even the philos- 
opher cannot define and classify them 
Having welcomed back the preacher and 
teacher, and heing prepared for the more 
strenuous thinking of the winter season, 
it may not be amiss to pick out from the 
wealth of new books a few that are more 
than usually thought-compelling. 

Among these Haeckel’s great work, ‘‘The 
World Riddles,’’ is still a new book, for it 
is being hotly discussed by thinkers on 
both sides of the line which separates ma- 
terialism from aspiritualism—using that 
term as the opposite of the materialistic 
theory. It may be said that Haeckel’s book 
affords material for an unending series of 
the most interesting sermons, lectures and 
written articles from the champions of 
the spiritual idea. for Haeckel believes he 
has proved to the satisfaction of the scien- 
tific world that the soul of man its ‘‘noth- 
ing but the sum of the physiological] func- 
tions.”” and hence that men has no future 
apart from the mortal body 

A notable paper combatting this conclu- 
sion is to be found in the September Pop- 
ular Sclence Monthly, from the pen of 
Prof. Frank Thielly of the University of 
Missouri, who takes up the cudgels in be- 
half of the soul as an independent entity, 
and contends that Haeckel’s philosophy of 
negation is “a thing of shreds and 
patches.”’ |

FOUGHT WITH A WILD DOG. 


It Was With a Pack of Wolves and At- 
tacked a Farmer. 

PARIS, Tex., Sept. 27.—F. A. Young, liv- 

ing two miles south of Tigertown, had a

heard wolves howling on the lower side 
Jof his corn field. Shouldering his shotgun 
and accompanied by a faithful bulldog he 
started to try to get a shot at them. The 
bulldog went in advance and in a few min- 
utes there was a commotion, followed by 
sounds from his dog, indicating that it 
was being badly used. Making his way to 
the spot, he discovered his dog in a deadly 
struggle with a large black dog, while three 
wolves were attacking its head and throat.

The gun 
missed fire, and in ope oar to retreat 
the farmer was tripped up by tlevines. The 
brute seized the muzzle in {ts mouth and 
held it so firmly that In the farmer’s ef- 
forts to twist it loose the brute was rolled 
over on the ground. The farmer finally 
succeeded in wrencaing it loose. His bull- 
dog held the brute at bay until he emptied 
a load in it. 

The black dog, which was a cross be- 
tween a bulldog and a bloodhound, had 
been running wild with the pack of wolves 
for two years and was a terror in the 
neighborhood, having on different occa- 
sions attacked farmers. 


BATSON’S TRIAL PUT OFF. 


Temporary Courthouse Not Deemed 
Safe Enough to Hold It In. 
NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 27.—Edwin A. 
Batson, confined in the Calcasieu Parish 
Jail, charged wih the wholesale murder 


of the Earl family, near Welsh, will not 
be tried before December and probably not 
before the middle of the winter. The par- 
ish is building a new courthouse and the 
old one is out of commission. For the time 
being court is sitting in a temporary 
structure erected on the grounds, but it 
would not be sufficiently substantial for a 
murder trial with as many sensational 
features as that of Batson’s.

an, stage producer and co-author of 

‘The Storks,’’ is a. most interesting 
character. First he is but 3% years old, 
and is recognized as one of the foremost 
celébrities in the theatrical profession to- 
day. He has acted in more musical success- 
es, which he has staged, and has written 
more songs, sketches and operatic hits than 
any other American before the public. 

This statement is most unusual when 
one stops to consider that a man holding 
the position of stage director and leading

MIKADO’S MARINES FORBADE 
HIM TO LAND. 


Voluntary Withdrawal of American 
Claimant From Marcus Isle Ends 
Incident Over Which State 
Department Was 
Uneasy.

WABHINGTON, Bept. 27.—Details of the 
reception accorded ¢ ‘apt. A. A. Rosehill 
when he reached Marcus Island and found 
a Japanese warship awaiting him have 
just reached this city. 

Capt. Rosehill gave the state department 
officials a serious shock last July by cilaim- 
ing Marcus Island, a little patch of ground 


in the Southern Pacific, said to. be rich 
in guano and phosphates. ie sailed away 
from Honolulu with an armed crew, ae- 
Claring he would take forcibie possession 
of his property and drive the Japanese 
laborers into the sea. 

The Japanese wership Kasagi had beaten 
the capiain. Lieut. Akinote of the Royal 
Japanese navy, with 16 armed marines 
drawn up in iine, Was at the landing. 
Lieut. Akinote was courteous and handed 
Capt. hill a letter frim American 
aiihiocer uek, at Tokio, informing him 
that Japan claimed the island and advis- 
ing him not to precipitate bioodsned, but 
leave the entire question of ownership to 
neumention through diplomatic channels,

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 27.—The conclud- 
ing chapter in the history of the famous 
Louisiana Lottery Co. is ready for writ- 
tng. 
The indictment against Mrs. Rosa La 
Branche Dauphin for perjury, found by the 
grandjury the other day, is probably the 
last event in the lottery’s carcer. 

Mrs. Dauphin was charged with having 
given false testimony in an attempt to 
preserve for herself the money which her 
late husband took out of the lottery gam: 
and bequeathed to her. The case wil! 
Boon be tried. 

Mrs. Dauphin ts supposed to be in New 
York, and requisition papers have been is- 
sied und nm search commenced for her. 

When Rosa La Branche married Max!- 
milian A. Dauphin she was in very reduced 
circumstances. For years she had earned 
her ‘living as governess. With her sud- 
den rise to affluence came a desire for 
wealth, Which has piled litigation upon her 
mountains hich. 

Maximilian Dauphin first married a Miss 
Choppin, who died. After the death of his 
fret wife he wed Miss La Branche. The 
honeymoon had not been finished when his 
Wife ended and his second wife inherited 
ihe large fortune. The money, stocks and 
bonds which she received aggregated al- 
shost $600,000. A suit was filed against her 
by the Choppin heirs immediately after 
ghe assumed charge of the estate. In this 
suit it was alleged that she had sequester-

civil district court of this city by the 
Choppin heirs, and Judge Ellis, before 
whom the case was tried, awarded judg- 
ment against Mrs. Dauphin for about $409,- 
“0. Mrs. Dauphin had not been present 
during the trial of the sult, and it was 
Stated to the court that she was in very 
bad heaith. After the judgment decree her 
attorneys took an appeal to the supreme 
court, in which tribunal the trial is now 
pending. 


Suit Has 
No Significance. 

The indictment for perjury, which has 
just been brought against Mrs, Dauphin, 
grew out of a deposition which she made !n 
the civil suit. It is not believed here that 
there is‘any real significance to the indict- 
ment. The attorneys for Mrs. Dauphin 
charge that the indictment was procured 
Solely as a means of forcing a compromise 
settlement of the litigation now pending be- 
fore the supreme court. 

The Dauphin fortune is but one of the 
marfy which were garnered from the har- 
vest flelds of the greatest lottery the world 
has ever known. The Loutlsiana lottery 
passed out of existence in 1892, after a fight 
for life which caused qa social and political 
the state.

Its Profits 

Enormous and Unknown. 

It has never been known, and it never 
will be known, how much money the Louis- 
liana Lottery Co. was making when the 
people of Louisiana declared against its 
further operation. It was paying out close 
to $10,000,000 a year in prizes and it num- 
bered its patrons all over the civilized 
world, 

The lottery was organized under a fran- 
chise of 2% years. When the franchise was 
about to expire the men behind it sought 
a continuance of thelr golden privilege. 
They offered the state a bonus of a million 
doliars a year for a franchise to run 50 
years. This franchise was granted by the 
legislature and the grant was confirmed 
by the supreme court of Louisiana. 

The company had money to epend by the 
‘barrel, and the legisiation and adjudica- 
tion cost a k.ng's ransom. Even after the 
action of the icgisiature and ite confirma- 
tion by the Supreme, Court, the iottery 
company was not secure in its position. The 
Auestion of lottery or no lotery was 
brought before the people. Its maintenanc> 
or discontinuance was put to the vote. The 
lottery company spent money like water 
to win the day, but Louistana declared 
againet the gigantic co ration. 

Samuel D. MckEnery. United States sena- 
tor from Louisiana at the present time, 
was the lottery cand'date for governor. He 
was opposed by Murphy J. Foster. whe 
made his campaign on the anti-lottery plat- 
form. Mr. Foster is now a confrere of 
| Senator MckEnery. lie won in his fight, 
and during his incumbency as governor 
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built up a machine which has made hm 
the strongest man politicaily in the stat:

CASE IS IMPORTANT BECAUSE OF 
PRECEDENT ESTABLISHED. 


Amount in Controversy Only $700,- 
000, but Friends of Conventjon 
Say It Is First Step in the 
Right Direction.

THE HAGUE, Sept. 27.—The first case to 


_ come before the International Court of Ar- 
bitration, provided for by The Hague Con- 
vention, has been on trial for the past 
two weeks. 

The case is between the United States and 
Mexico, and is over what is known as the 
Pius fund. 

Séssions of the court were held on Mon- 
Gay and Wednesday of week before last 
and Tuesday of last week. The presiding 
judge is the eminent M. Matzen, speaker 
of the Danish Parlisment. 

The arbitrators who were nominated by | 
America, Bir Edward Fry, the Bnglish 
judge, and Prof. De Martens, the famous

sat during the argument at the right of the 
President. 

On his left were two Dutch lawyers, M. 
Asser and M. Savorin Loman, the former 
Minister of Justice to Holland, who was 
nominated by Mexico. Conspicuous at a 
table at which sat members of the Ameri- 
can commission was the genial face of 
Archbishop Riordan of San Francisoo. On 
the other side of the room sat the Mexi- 
can counsel, with whom was Mr. Beernaert, 
the eminent Belgian Senator, former speak- 
er of the Belgian Parliament and leading 
member of The Hague, who was specially 
retained to present the Mexican side of the 
case, 


What the Trouble 

Is 411 About. 

The facts in the case which are beyond 
dispute are that the money known as the 
Pius fund emounts to an annual interest 
at 6 per cent upon a capital sum of $716,000, 
which represents the amount which it is de- 
olared was the American share of the Pius 
fund when the matter was adjudicated upon 
by a mixed commission in 18608. The Mexi- 
cans paid 6 per cent on this sum in acocord- 
ance with the award of the mixed commis- 
gion for 21 years, from 1848 till 1860, since 
which time they have not paid a penny, 
and the mater has been continuously a dis- 
pute between the governments. 

Bince then the Americans bave contended 
their right to this money which they af- 
firméd was settled for all time by the de- 
cision of Sir Edward Thornton in 1869. The 
Mexican government maintains that while 
Thornton's award was decisive up to the 
year of 1868, when it was delivered, it 
proves nothing as to whether the Catho- 
lie Churoh of California Mas a right to 
Graw that 6 per cent annually in perpe- 
tuity. Since the last interest was paid 
23 years have elapwed and the Americans 
claim 6 per gent interest for 33 years, as 
arrears in interest on the award, giving 
them the right to draw 6 per cent here- 
after. 

Every year the Mexicans demanded of 
the Americans that they should produce 
evidence as to the use which they made 
of the money paid them under Thornton's 
award. 

This was promptiy forthooming and it 
showed that the money was devoted to 
those religious pumposes for which the 
Pius founders originally alloted the money. 
Then, carrying the war into the enemy's 
camp, the Americans demanded the Mex!- 
cans should produce eae statement of what 
they had done with the other half of the 
money. 

The general belief is that the Mexican 
government converted it to tte use for its 
own purposes, leaving the church of Mex- 
ico out in the cold. 

Senator Stewart 

Opened Discussion. 

Senator Steward of Nevada opened the 
discussion. His appearance excited both 
surprise and spmpathy, for the day before 
Senator Stewart begen his presentation of 
the American case he received news of tne 
sudden death of his wife. Every one ex- 
pected he would be unable to appear in court 
the following day, but, with Spartan forti- 
tude, he insisted upon being allowed to open

Publishers of Boston Newspaper Asks 
for Receivers for Coal Companies 
to Operate Mines.

BOSTON, Sept. 27.—G. A. Litchfield and 
others interested ‘in a Boston newspaper 
filed a bill in equity In the supreme court 
today asking for a receivership for the big 
¢oal companies and coal carrying roads. 
The bill asks that a receiver be appointed 
for the benefit of all concerned, upon such 
terms and in such manner and with such 
agents and servants and with such rates of 
wages and other conditions of employment 
and at such prices for goods produced and 
sold as the court shall from time to time 
aijudge proper. 

The bill is based upon the legal theory 
of the coal situation given by H. W. Chap- 
Chaplin's theory is

i'nited States court on the Chicago grain 
elevator cases.

In the National I. ague the race was cut 
and dried before the season opened. Weak- 
ened by the loss of its most valuable play- 
ers, whom the enticements of the American 
League managers lured from their posi- 
tions in the older organization. the Na- 
tional could offer no club that at all com- 
pared in strength with the Pirates. Brook- 
lyn and Cincinnati! were the only clubs 
that retained a semblance of their former 
identity, aside from Dreyfuss’ team, and 
Brooklyn was not of sufficient strength 
at best to stand against the Pirates, while 
the Reds were an inferior lot to start with. 

St. Louis, Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago 
and the rest offered only a weak resistance, 
and, as was expected, the Pirates had the 
pennant safely corraled long before the 
season drew to a close. 

The hollowness of the victory undoubted- 
ly kept down the attendance at the Na- 
tional games, and it is almost remarkable 
that the organization finished as wel! finan- 
clally as it did. St. Louis, which was 
rated as having the weakest club in the or- 
ganization, not only developed better play- 
ing strength than was anticipated. but the 
attendance during the first half of the sea- 
son was little short of remarkable. At the 
opening games of the season it outdrew the 
American many times over, not withstand- 
ing the prevailing impression regarding its 
weakness as a pennant factor. 

The National St. Louis club was supposed 
to be at its strongest in batting. In real- 
‘tv it has several men in the .30 class and 
close to the top of the column, among them 
Donovan, Smoot and Barclay. Its team 
work with the stick, however, was second 
rate. and the club will finish in not bet- 
ter than fourth place in this department, 
according to figures at present available. 
Its average one week ago was .262 for the 
club. In the field the team ran exactly 
where its early season work indicated it 
would, next to last, with a percentage of 
937. 

One of the notable features of the contest 
between the two leagues for popular su- 
premacy was the development of stars in 
places least expected. 

Perhaps more men were brought out this 
season than ever before in a single year 
of baseball.

“Are you a friend of animals?” is the question to which Mrs. Calkins 


evtains an answer, either in word or in deed, from every person whom 


she meets. An affirmative answer to this question, in Mrs. Calkins’ 


opinion, covers many shortcomings. 

Overloaded horses, underfed cows, stray cats and abused dogs are 
Mrs. Calkins’ proteges. Once the Golden Chain Home for Animals on 
Lambdin avenue, of which she is manager, sheltered a stranded elephant. 

Laws for the protection of animals have been made by or for persons 
who think as Mrs. Calkins does, and she prefers using the law to moral 
suasion. She cannot reason with every teamster who beats a draught 
animal, nor with every boy who appends a tin can to a dog’s tail, but 
she can make cruelty to animals unpopular by convictions and fines in 
police court, and she has chosen the police court method. 

So well has Mrs. Calkins become known through her prosecutions of 
teamsters and dairymen that certain owners of animals are ready to run 
at her approach. Two ran from her Monday, 
mules in her care,‘and she and her companion solved the problem of 
climbing the seats of the wagon and driving the teams to the nearest 
police station. 

Mrs. Calkins drove for half a mile through the city’s muddiest streets 
@ team of mules which their driver had been able to manage only by the 
lavish use of voice and whip. 

Following Mrs. Calkins on her way to the Clinton Heights police 
station drove Mrs. Annie Long of 6679 Old Manchester road with an- 
other team of mules. She was equally successful in directing the animals, 
and piloted them through bogs and along street car tracks without a stop. 

That the two women should be willing to take charge of animals 
which they thought were being ill treated means much to beasts of bur- 
gen. That they should have discovered a new livelihood for women, if it

indulge in “hack talk” with motormen who have schedules to make and | 
gongs to clang? Would she choose the busiest streets and the busiest 
time of day for a breakdown which would stop traffic and clog the wheels 
of progress generally? If she would do these things the public wants 
none of her. 

Mrs. Calkins and Mrs. Long did not fall into any of these character- 
istic failings of teamsters during their brief experience as teamstresses. 

They were not concerned with the work which the mules had been 
started out todo. Their only object was to see that the animals should 
not be abused by their drivers. They found the drivers beating the 
teams, and so terrified them with the threat of calling the police that 
both fled. This left the teams on the women’s hands. So it was that 
the two women mounted the wagon seats, took the reins and guided the 
animals to the nearest police station. 


“Don’t have anybody arrested today, Mary,” Mrs. Calkins’ sick hus- 
band had enjoined her as she left her home in. Maplewood Monday 
morning. “If you do, you will have to go to police court tomorrow 
morning, and I may need you here.” 

“All right,” was Mrs. Calkins’ reassuring response, “I'll try to keep | 
out of trouble today.” |

BRIBE-TAKERS SAFE. 

Snyder is the only one who could be 
indicted for bribery in connection with the 
passage of the Central Traction bill, it 
being claimed that his residence in New 
York during part of the time aince the pas- 
sage of the Central Traction bill makes the 
statute of limitations inoperative in jis 
case at this time. 

The men who accepted the bribes have 
lived continuously in Missouri and they 
cannot be prosecuted. However, if any has 
given false testimony before the grand- 
jury, a charge of perjury would lie. 

The life of the present grandjury expires 
next Saturday. Final report will scarcely 
be made before that day. However, no 
meetings will be held until Thursday of 
next week provided the Snyder trial oc-

NEWELL A WITNESS. 
John P. Newell of James Campbell's of- 
fice was another witness before the grand- 
jury.

records. The circuit attorney was deter- 
mined.

This 
would cause publicity. he bank officials 
consented to the search. 

It was siow and tedious work, this going 
through books nearly three years ack. 
Mr Folk and his committee pored over the 
books faithfully. and through six banks 
hey failed to find any trace of the evi- 
ence sought. The committee wanted to 
abandon the task. Mr. Folk held to hie 
theory. The money must have been raised 
as he had suspected. 

Finally the Merchants-Laclede Nationa!

OR more than a century the meteor- 


ites of Mexico have attracted atten- 

tion and record. In his great work 
on La Nouvelle Bapagne, published in 1811, 
Humboldt desoribed in a broad and philo- 
saphical way the great field of the Toluca 
irons (iron meteors as diatinct from stone 
meteors), and the size of some isolated 
masses in the states of Zacetecas and Du- 


rango. From that day unti! this naturalists 
and travelers in Mexico have examined and 
described this product of the country, com 
menting particularly upon their frequence 


and their size. 

Their frequency has been greatly overes- 
timated. At the present day there are 
known 32 distinct localities, omitting the 
numerous points embraced in the distribu- 
tion of the’ maszes in two or three wide- 
spread showers. Leaving out one or two 
extra-limit localities, the Mexican falis 
have all been in a belt some 1000 miles in 
length, reaching from the 30th parallel of 
north latitude, south to the l17th parallel,

and with an average breadth of 280 miles. 

This belt of meteoric showers follows 
largely the central axis of the great Mexi- 
can plateau, reaching from the United 
States frontier line obliquely south and 
east through the republic to near the Pa- 
cific. In this tapering, truncated triangle, 
which encloses about 280,000 square miles, 
there occur 930 well-distinguished meteorite 
falls. Comparison with other parts of 
the world shows that the relative number 
of Mexican meteorites seems to be much 
less than is generally supposed. Turning 
to the United States, we measure a like 
area, though of a somewhat different form, 
with its major axis east and west and in- 
closing the six continuous states of Kan- 
sas, Missouri, Tennessee and North and 
South Carolina. This area comprises 286,000 
square miles and contains 66 meteorite lo- 
calities, more than twice the number we 
have seen in the Mexican belt. In Indla, 
in an area of similar extension, which in- 
cludes its northwestern provinces, we find 
48 meteorite localities, or one and one-half 
times that number found in the Mexican 
belt. It must seem, then, that Mexico 
must vacate her claim, often asserted, to 
pre-eminence in meteorite localities. 

The prominent character and pre-emi- 
nence of the Mexican meteorites is the vast 
In this matter of 
bulk they are unapproachable. Taking but 
10 of them—Chupaderos, San Gregorio, 
Casas Grandes, Concepcion, Charcas, Descu- 
bridora, Bacubirito, Zacetecas and Apolonia 
—we find a total weight of 86,744 kfograms 
(191,076 pounds), or 95% tons. This equals 
an average weight of 91-10 tons for each of 
If now we take the 
largest 10 meteorites of the United States 
(they are In the order of their weight Red 
river, Tucson, Long Island, Canyon Diablo, 
Mount Joy, Ste. Genevieve, Sacramento 


mountains, Estherville, Brenham and Ken- 
ton County, all named after the locality in 
which they were found), we find their com- 
bined weight to be 8365 pounds, or 81-3 
100-weight as the average individual weight 
of the 10. In short, the Mexican masses 
weigh, on the average, 22% times as much 
as our own. 

The Mexican government has taken an ac- 
tive and enlightened part in the protection 
of her meteorites. Twelve years ago it ex- 
pended the sum of $10,000 in bringing five 
of the largest to the capital, where they 
are mounted on huge tron pillars in the 
entrance court of the school of mines. 

Having during the last fifteen yeats paid 
visits to the most of these Mexican meteor- 
ite localities, seeing most of the large 
masses before they had been removed from 
the spots where they fell, and where some 
of them, perhaps, had lain many centuries, 
I acquired great interest in all that per- 
tained to them. While in the City of Mexi- 
co last summer, cutting and studying some 
of the large~ pieces in the Museo Nacion- 
al, I sought almost in vain in scientific cir- 
cles for some substantiation of what has 
long been current concerning an enormous 
iron meteorite in the state of Sinaloa, far 
in the northwest portion of the republic. 

I had decided to visit Bacubirito, for so 
the place and meteorite itself was called, 
and see what was fact and what was rumor 
about it. So I started out to resolve the 
matter. Sinaloa is a hard state to reach from 
the City of Mexico. One must pags far 
around to the north through the United 
States, returning south through Senora, a 
journey of over 2000 milles, or go by the 
Pacific coast, a shorter but harder route. 
I took the Pacific route, crossing by train 
and mule-back to Manzanillo, the seaport 
of the state of Colima, and thence by 
steam up the coast for 600 miles to Altuta,

on the east coast of the Gulf of California, 
thence 60 miles by cars to the City of Cul- 
lacan, the capital of Sinaloa. 

Bacubirito is % miles to the north and 
west of Cullacan. My arive took three 
days, over a very rough road, crossing 
some streams and ravines; and gradually 
rising to and among the lower focthills of 
the Sierra Madre, the great cordilleras 
chain which separates the state of Siniloa 
from the states of Chihuahua and Durango. 
Bacubirito itself, our goae m this search, 
is a small but very old mining town sit- 
uated on the Rio Sinaloa in latitude 2% and 
in west longitude 107. The elevation 
above sea level is some 2000 feet. 

The meteorite is seven miles nearly due 
south from the town, near the hamlet called 
Palmar de la Sepulveda. Here we found it 
on a farm called Ranchito, which fills the 
narrow mountain valley or interval be- 
tween two spurs of the foothills, running 
nearly north and south. 

The meteorite lay in a corn field close 
by the eastern edge of this vale, where 
the lewel ground began to rise againat the 
hiliside. The valley and the field were of 
black vegetable soll, some two yards in 
thickness. In this soll the great meteorite 
lay imbedded, its surface but little below 
the general surface of the ground around it, 
but with one end slightly projecting abeve 
the level. The other end was deeply im- 


‘bedded in the soll. 


It was a long, monstrous boulder of black 
iron, which seemed to be still burrowing 
to hide itself from the upper world. Its 
surface form was something like that of a 
great ham. 


Our first work was excavation. For this 


‘there was no lack of help. We soon got no 


less than 2 stout, able-bodged, willing 
peons, who were delighted to work for us at 
fair wages. We undertook an excavation 
of about 30 feet on a side, with the great 


meteorite lying within. In a single day we 
passed down through nearly four feet of 
the soll, exposing all of the upper surface 
and one side. On this surface the character- 
istic pittings were well marked, covering 
the entire surface. 

I upset the mags to ascertain, if possible, 
by the nature of the rock beneath it, the 
recent or ancient fall of the meteorite. 
Was the soll already there when it fell, 
and ‘id the meteorite, by virtue of its great 
weight, crush through it to the rock? In 
the latter case it seemed probable that 
some of the soil should have been caught 
and held between the meteorite and its bed, 
A good deal to my surprise, I found this 
bed a clean depression cut into the rock 
with absolutely no trace of soll between 
ft and the part where the full wefght of the 
mass had fallen and iain. It would thus 
seem that the meteorite had fallen upon 
the bare surface of this district at a per- 
iod before the vegetable soil had begun 
to form nere. This would be an interesting 
and astounding fact, carrying back the fall 
of the meteor to a remotely distant period, 
perhaps thousands of years. But there are 
other conditions which would need careful 
consideration before accepting such a mo- 
mentous conclusion. 

The wonderful preservation of the mass, 
with its little oxydation, and the clean, 
sharp-rimmed pittings which cover its sru- 
face, seem to point to a more modern so- 
journ within the destroying influences cf 
our air and moisture. I leave this for fu- 
ture consideration. 

It is an interesting fact that this, perhaps 
the largest and heaviest meteoric mass that 
has ever fallen upon our globe, should. have 
fallen so near the border of our own coun- 
try. Intefesting, too, that Mexico, wita all 


its other large meteorites, should have re- 
ceived this champion mass.

The ears are well shaped, but are not 
set tensely, not uplifted to hear. not on 
the qui vive constantly. Only quiet, well- 
behaved vars that seem made to hear only 
that which they should. 

The head which has this brow of smooth- 
ness, these eyebrows of straightness, this 
nose of mind-your-own-business, this mouth 
of smiles, this jaw of quietness and also 
these ears is set upon a pair of shoulders 
that are for sure and is lighted by a pair 
of eyes that have not their equal in all 
St. Louis. 

This last sentence is not a quotation. I 
have looked much at eyes and for once I 
am willing to assert that I know whereof 
I speak. 

They tell no story only of a love of life, 
a kind heart and a pleasant disposition. 
Like the dimples. they too are puzzles. 
They make you like their owner even if 
you didn't mean to. 

They make you happy too. Maybe they 
wouldn't if you were a boodler, but that 
was thelr effect upon me and I have seen 
them four times—once at a ball game 
when the Browns won, once in a crowded 
street car, once just on the street and once 
on the momentous occasion when I was 
granted an interview when boodlers were 
down in the jail and a grandjury was upon 
the fourth floors both waiting. We talked of 
the men down stairs in the cells and the 
circuit attorney said: “I have a feeling 
of sympathy for them when they come 
before me, but I know my duty.”’ 

I have heard men talk of duty before. 
usually with metallic voices and sinister 
expressions until there were times when 
I could have stabbe4 the word were it @ 
living thing. 

But Circuit Attorney Folk’s duty seemed 
so different. I felt no desire to record 
the word in heavy caps upon my mentel 
tablet. but somehow I gave it a new in- 
terpretation. 

Duty as it found itself before my vision 
while the soft Southern voices of the cir- 
eult attorney sald the word was sweet and 
emiling and satisfying. Not stern, nor soul- 
racking. nor severe. 

Duty seemed like a smooth lake and a lit- 
tle boat and a pair of oars; like nebody out 
and the bases full and Donovan at bat; like 
a June sky and roses and birds; like a 
white target, and a hard bullet and a good 
shot.

All of which are good, but 
not on the lines one would expect in a 
man who deals with criminals. 

I have no solution except one. When 
the circuit attorney was a boy he played 
ball—baseball. Don't look scornful, there's 
more to come. Don’t skip a line. Guess 
what ‘his position was. Three guesses, but 
you must play fair. 

Catcher. What do you think of that? 
Now what do you think of my solution? 

Catching is the hardest work in baseball. 
One must dodge in and out and watch and 
watch. One must know every man on the 
other team and all the pitchers. One must 
bat as well as catch and one must never 
dream. 

Good training 
What say you? 

Develop shrewdness, judgment and 
quick thought. And so today Circuit At-

An Enormous Convention of the Christian 
Church in America Will Be Held 
at Omaha October 16-23. 


OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 25.

HH Army of the Disciples of Curist, 

Si 60,000 strong, is preparing to march 

on the city of Omaha for its annual 
meeting and conference. 

Geventy-five years ago the Disciples of 
Christ, or “Christians” as they are known, 
was unfounded as a church, the doctrine 
and beliefs followed today by many mil- 
Mons of people, at that time being only in 
the minds of Alexander Campbell, founder 
and organiser of the church; ‘“Raocoon”’ 
John Smith, Barton W. Stone and a few 
other intrepid and advanced thinkers, who 
at that time were living in the backwoods 
of Kentucky and doing their preaching in 
achoolhouses and groves. 

But their tenets and preachings spread 
like wildfire and soon rude log churohes 
arose. As congregations grew, the church 
buildings were enlarged until today some of 


the finest edifices in the land are “Chris- 
tian’’ churchés. (They were called ‘“‘Camp- 
bellites,’” from Alexander Campbell, once, 
but they nave outgrown that name of de- 
rision.) 

Twenty-five thousand delegates will be at 
the international convention, which meets 
at Omaha Oct. 16 to 23, and another 25,000 
visitors and sympathizers are expected to 
be present, exclusive of the thousands of 
Omahans and Nebraskans who will attend 
the meetings. 


And such meetings. From the time the 
convention convenes until adjournment, 
from 6 o'clock in the morning until 10 
o'clock at night, from 200 pulpits and plat- 
forms of the city, exhortations will go 
ferth. Five thousand ministers will be pres- 
ent. Musio by trained singers from all over 
the United States and Canada, for the 
convention is international in character as 
well as in name. A special hymnbook has 
been gotten out for the occasion, and 
thousands of the books distributed all over 
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the country. Before the convention meets, 
every delegate will be familiar with the 
songs, and the singing will be congrega- 
tional, not individual. 

The railroads, too, have come to the as- 
sistance of the committee, and have made 
the lowest rate ever offered to a religious 
gathering—one fare for the round trip, from 
all points tn the country. 

For a place of meeting, the committees 
have agreed upon the Coliseum, the largest 
building west of the Missouri, as best 
suited to their purposes. 

This immense building was erected for a 
performance of the Italian Grand Opera 
company, headed by Adelina Patti, and was 
dedicated by that prima donna in one of her 
early western tours. 

After being used as a theater for several 
seasons, during which Edwin Booth, Law- 
rence Barrett, Tom Keene and a host of 
stellar attractions appeared on its mon- 
ster stage, Jack Prince, the old-time cham- 
pion bicyclist in the days of the “‘ordinary,”’ 
secured control of the building and made 
of it the first indoor bicycle track of the 
world. Here, also, was held the (first 
six-day bicycle race and numerous prize- 
fights. Probably more sports have congre- 
gated in the old Coliseum than in any build- 
ing west of Chicago. 

Twelve thousand people can find comfort- 
able seats beneath its roof, and, when 


crowded to “standing room. only,’’ 18,000 
people are within its doors. 

In addition to the meetings, which will be 
carried on in the Coliseum, the ministers 
of the church have agreed on a “street 
corner’ campaign during the convention 
and at noon and 6 o'clock in the evening 
sermons will be preached on every greet 
corner in the business section of the city, 
in hotel rotundas, department stores, large 
office buildings, the packing houses and 
smelters. depots, railroad headquarters, 
and, in fact, wherever an audience can be 
secured. This church is doing a great evan- 
gelistic work at present, and takes. ad- 
vantage of their annual international con- 
ventions to promulgate their beliefs. 

And this church, which can muster so 
great a convention, is less than 75 years 
old

w ST. LOUISAN ON THE ISLE OF PINES .« 


The Fruits and Flowers-of This Little Known 
Isie Are Among the Richest in the World. 


By T. B. ANDERSON. 
COLUMBIA, Isle of Pines, Aug. 7. 
H® climate in the Isle of Pines is as 

healthy, perhaps, as any spot on 
earth. While the population of Cuba 
has in former years been decimated by yel- 
low fever and cholera, not a single case of 
either was ever known on the Isle of Pines. 
The winds coming from the sea and blow- 
ing through its pine forests are gentle and 
invigorating. The air is pure and balmy, 
and although oceans of water lie in every 
direction, it is considered dry. The nights 
are generally clear and the copious dews 
aid in the luxurianco of vegetation. The 
dews are very heavy, and fall the year 
ro” "The rainy, or wet season, begins 
in Fune and lasts until October, yet there 
ig no month entirely free from rain, which 
falla in showers usually in the afternoon, 
accompanied by thunder and lightning. 
From the best authority obtainable the 
average annual rainfall is from §& to 62 
inches. The prevailing winds on the Irle of 
Pines are the northeast trade winds, which 
are gentis, and vary but little throughout 
the year, making the nights cool and pleas- 
ant, both winter and summer. The range 
of temperature between summer and winter 
is very small, parely exceeding a mean of 
ll degrees. 
TI had with me a registering thermometer 
which showed the highest and lowest de- 
gree point reached each % hours, and the 


highest point shown was %3 degrees and 
the lowest 78 degrees—this is for the month 
of July. 

It happened that my companions and I 
had to walk a distance of six miles during 
the day when the thermometer registcred 
% degrees. This was from 11 o'clock in the 
morning until between 1 and 2 in the af- 
ternoon, and although the perspirution 
flowed freely from such a very unaccus- 
tomed undertaking, we experienced no bad 


effects from the walk, and enjoyed it rather” 


than otherwise. The dry season is from 
November to June. About one-third of the 
annual rainfall occurs during this period, 
which ts considered as perfect a season as 
can be found on earth. It is predicted that 
when the island has sultable accommoda- 
tions this will be the greatest winter resort 
known. 

The soil is a dark red gravel, or dark gray 
loam. The former covers the swells, while 
the latter is found along the foot of the 
mountains and intervening depressicns. 
Sometimes there is a layer of gravel to- 
neath a few inches of loam, then again you 
find a few inches of gravel covering a fine 
red sandy loam. These varying conditions 
exercise an influence on the agricultural 
value of the land. 

There is no doubt but that both soll and 
climate are such as will produce profitably 
anything that is grown in the tropics. I 
visited several fincas or farms, none of 
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them of but a few acres, and found on 
some of them this wonderful vartety ‘of 
products: Coffee, chocolate, cocoanuts, 
plantains, bananas, sweet potatoes, yuca 
(used for laundry starch), rice, beans, to- 
bacco and pineapples, the latter sweet and 
juicy. 

Let me tell you how to eat one of those 
large, luscious pineapples. Get a long- 
bladed knife, roll up yeur sleeves as high 
as you can, take the apple by the blossom 
end and pace it nicely; hold your arms well 
away from your body so that the juice can 
run down and drip oft the tips of your el- 
bows, then go for it. 

In addition to these products there will be 
found growing wild, in and about. these 
fincas, many varieties of fruits that will: 
be described elsewhere. None of the above 
products are grown for any other purpose 
than for bountifully supplying the wants of 
the family, which numbers from six to a 
dozen. 

I show the picture of one of there fami- 
lies, with nine children arranged on the 
porch eteps with the father, the mother 
could not be induced to join the group. 

I regret that the picture of 24 varieties of 
fruits was accidentally spoiled, but I will 
give you the names and a description of 
most of them. 

Aquacate (alligator pear), one cf the most 
popular fruits, is pear-shaped, green or 
purple, often weighs two pounds. The reed 
turnishes a good oll for making soap. The 
tree is evergreen, and from 2 to BW feet 
high. 

Banana. Many varieties are grown, with- 
out cultivation. sometimes eaten in place 
of bread, and is cooked in many different

HE peculiar weather conditions that have existed locally this summer have 
lead many people to inquire of Dr. Hyatt, the local weather bureau fore- 
caster, as to the reason for the conditions. 


Is it the aun that is causing these conditions? 
A hot summer, distressing with its humidity; a cool summer, delightful with 
its pleasant days and nights; an excessively cold winter or a mild winter, are all at- 


tributed to the influence of the sun.

With these established facts before us it 
does not take a great stretch of the imagi- 
nation to assume that the sun really effects 
our weather conditions. It is an assurfi 
. fact that the conditions are not the result 

of any inferior influence, as all magnetism 
and heat are reflected and derived from 
other sources than from the earth itself. 


Weather changes are not due to the 
moon's influence as was thought for many 
years by the people ofthe world. The moon 
revolves the 4rth once in a little

the sun. The moon shines with reflected 
light, and its appearance therefore varies 
according to the amount of illuminated sur- 
face visible to us. 

If the- moon did cause the weather 
changes the latter would be noticeable only 
on that part of the earth to which the 
moon was visible, its slow rate of revolution 
around the earth would allow changes to 
modify in one section of the globe while 
in other sections the changes would be in- 
tensified. 

In other words the changes would follow 
the moon as it made its way around the 
earth. 

Weather conditions are at times the 
same the world over. A cold wave may 
sweep over the earth from Canada to the 
extreme end of South America. This would 
seem to prove conclusively that the changes 
were due to some influence that exerted 
itself At the ecame moment over the entire 
earth'&, surface. 

nets are too far away from the 
’ 


earth to have any effect on the climate, so 
the conditions must elther generate them- 
selves or result directly from the rays of 
the sun, coupled with the electrical energy 
that radiates from its flaming surface. 

It has always been accredited by scientists 
that the sun exercised its control over our 
elements through an electrical medium. 

It is gcneraliy believed that the sun has 
an influence on terrestrial magnetism, and 
facts have been adduced to show that the 
polar magenic field of the sun, following 
the stream-lines visible in the corona, 
reaches the earth and there affects the 
earth's magnetism. 


St. Louls has experienced a cool summer 
with chilling rains, no doubt due to a dis- 
arrangement of the electro-magnetic power 
of the sun's radient energy. 

A gigantic spherical magnet is the sun, 
and the variations of electrical energy due 
to the changes on the sun's surface cause 
the weather changes on the earth. 

I do not mean to say that all weather 
changes are attributed to the sun, but that 
the sun does seem in a general way very 
powerful to affect the climatic conditions. 

However, hurricanes ahd other violent 
meteorological phenomena on earth = co- 
incide with the fiery outbursts or electrical 
explosions on the sun. This supposition is 
substantiated by the fact that when the 
conditions on the sun are least disturbed 
the weather on earth is equable. 

If this idea be correct then the sun may 
be viewed from a new point of interest by 
the people over whose very thoughts the 
sun seems to have an influence. We smile

The hull surrounding the nut mey be 
used itn making cordage, trushes, matting 
and bags. A valuable oil is obtained from 
the nut. ‘The natives use only the milk. 

Figs of all kinds abound. 


Granadilla. Grows on a vine to the size 
of a child's head. The meat is glutinous, 
and has many small seeds. The natives 
esteem it highly in making refreshments 
and desserts. 

Granabana. Grows as large as a musk- 
melon, is of a dark green—the meat is 
white. it is eaten or made into drinks and 
preserves; is tartish in taste, and ripens 
for 10 months of the year. 

Guava. A dark, pulpy frult with an acid 
flavor, used very extensively in making 
jelly, marmalade, etc. There are two va- 
rieties, the red, or apple-shaped, and,gthe 
white, or pear-shaped. 

Lima. Something like a UUme, and has 
the flavor of the grape. % 

Lime. Grows everywhere on a beautiful 
tree, the Juice is very much like a lemon. 
and makes a covling and pleasant beverage 
for summer use.

This voice, which has charmed thousands, 
is a voice untrained. Until last June Judge 
Pollard never took a lesson in singing or 
breathing, and the effect produced when it 
went ringing through a crowded hall was 
due entirely to the natural sweetness and 
clearness of tone. 

Judge Pollard speaks, during conversa- 
tion, In a moderate tone, and, when read- 
ing, raises his voice to a high pitch, pene- 
trating the furthest corner, like the sliver 
vibrations of a bell. 

He commenced in June of this year to 
cultivate the tones between the conversa- 
tional and higk pitch, and a three months’ 
course of elocution, under the direction of 
Prof. Edwin L. McDowell, has developed 
the intermediate tones so that the judge's 
singing voice now ranges from a very low 
note to a very high one.

T IS-a well-known principle that the

certain measure, accounts for the marvel- 
ous qualities of Judge Pollard’s voice. 

The volume of the voice depends upon the 
size of the throat and the muscular action 
in and about the diaphragm.

Explosive tones must be projected by ab- 
dominal control and sustained tones are 
held by the action of the abdominal muscles 
ir. deep breathing. 

Judge Pollard not only possesses these 
qualifications but has the two chief ele- 
ments of richness in the voice, that of head 
resonance and chest reverberations. He is 
able to impart to his every tone the inten- 
sity that comes only from the direct in- 
fluence of the nerves. This fact is evident 
by the manner in which he reads a common 
resolution, and the intensity of feeling 
that he throws into his readings would 
make one think that he was reading one of 
his own resolutions, instead of one passed 


by the political body that he is reading for. 

The wonderful muscular development of 
Judge Pollard’s throat and neck coupled 
with his power of deep breathing makes it 
possible for him to read or speak for hours 
without tiring his voice or himself. 

The extreme amount of nerve force in his 
voice has made him popular and it is of the 
rare quality for which all great singers 
crave as it takes nerve force to penetrate 
the heart’as well as the ear drum. A loud 
and harsh voice, void of nerve force, doés 
not touch the heart of the audience 

A voice full of nerve force, or a force 
that is called sympathetic force, enthrals 
the hearer and pleases the senses. That is 


the kind of voice that Judge Pollard pow 
sesses 

When he opens his mouth to speak the 
strong muscles in the neck resist the expan- 
sion of throat, and the lungs charged with 
alr are forced to exhale by the piston-like 
pressure of the diaphragm and a volume of 
pure, rich sound rushes out, rebounds from 
the high arched roof of his mouth ané@ 
the tone that has spellbound thousands 
is delivered.

MODERN SCHOOL LIFE MAKES S

It Is Seen That Teachers and Girl Pupils Are Af- 
flicted With Maladies Due to Dis- 


cold lunches or to buy pastry. Improper 
food is one means of injuring school chil- 
dren and school teachers. The dinner in- 
termission should be two hours. Teachers 
suffer from most of the ills that afflict the 
scholars. 

We try to teach too many purely orna- 
menta! things in school. The course is seven 
years. Were we to confine ourselves to the 
practical branches school life would need 
last only three years and ahalf. There is too 
much taught for the young mind to prop- 
erly digest. So we have mental as well as 
physical indigestion. We cannot have 
health where either abounds. 

Fewer hours, more exercise, teachers 
skilled in atheltics and hygiene. These are 
some of the reforms I would advocate. 

Teachers suffer no more from physica! 
disorders in St. Louls than pupils. The 
nervous strain could better be borne were 
bodies in better condition. But they can- 
not be better without a change in school 
houses and in school curriculums. We are 
trying to do too much and for too many 
in too few rooms and in too little time. 

The proportion of teachers in Germany 
suffering from nervous disorders is extraor- 
dinary. In one district, where 2744 teachers 
are employed, 64 in one year were granted 
various terms of leave to recruit their 
nerves. In the Berlin district 1407 women 
are engaged in teaching science. Of these 
64 were granted leave of absence for hys- 
teria and other nervous maladies. Out of 
#1 women engaged in teaching special 
branches 19, or Iittle less than the half. 
succumbed in the same way. The strain 
is far more marked among women than 
among men, the proportion suffering from 
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The disastrous effect of school life upon 
children of Germany is also very marked, 
and in consequence of this a unique asylum 
for children has been established at Nor- 
dernew, a smal] isiand in the North Sea, 
within sight of the German coast. 

This retreat is chiefly remarkable for sun- 
shine and fresh air. There is the open 
strand, the breezy dune, playgrounds for 
800 children. An army of nurses attend 
these children, who are poor and stunted, 
selected from all parts of Germany. Their 
parents pay a moderate fee and the rall- 
road fare; the poorer pay less and get re- 
duced fare. 

Dr. Richard Cole Newton of Montclair, 
N. J., in the Medical Record for September. 
after a defense of the teachers, so often 
blamed for pushing pupils beyond their 
strength, says: 

‘There is no question that they are often 
far leas to blame for pushing their schol- 
ars too fast than the parents, and, In some 
cases, the children themselves. Parents 
and the children are constantly menaced 
with the fear that the latter will not be 
promoted at the end of the year, and if 
anyone fails of promotion he fears that the 
finger of scorn will be pointed at him, and 
his parents act as though they feared a 
loss of social prestige if their offspring 
should be set back a year. 


“Instead of condemning and antagonizing 
the teachers, parents should co-operate 
with them. By carefully watching their 
children, and by conferring with the teach- 
ers, they can ascertain whether the former 
are working up to the limit of their 
strength or beyond it, or whether. on the 
other hand, they are slighting their work.

“In the first place, girls have a decided 
handicap es compared to boys by reason 
of their greatly inferior physical equip- 
ment. Prof. Pierce of Philadelphia once 
sald that the strain of the High School 
examinations in his town ordinary showed 
itself in the resulting Injury to the teeth 
of the schoolgiris; whereas the boys, inter- 
ested in baseball and out-of-door sports, 
showed no dental decay at examination 
time. This ie a striking proof of the fact 
that the girls are working more beyond 
their strength than the boys, because is 
this regard the two sexes can be fairly 
compared. 

“An old surgeon of wide experience ones 
told me that he had found that fractures 
did not unite as favorably In girlie as in 
boya. A recent writer has sald that, of the 
children who enter the hospitals for phys- 
feal defects In Boston, hardly 5 per ceat 
are boys. All these statements tend we 
show that giris are much weaker physically 
than boys, and that their more frequent 
breakdown in echool is to be expected, 
provided the same amount of work is re- 
quired of both. :

and of all other birds, remains about the 
same, showing that the births only equal 
the deaths. 

Assuming that the average life of one of 
the woodland songsters may be five years, 
one-fifth perish annually, and only one in 
five of the eggs or young survives, or needs 
to do so, in order to replace the mortality. 

As a matter of fact, however, the propor- 
tion of eggs and nestlings saved is iess 
than one in five, for most small! birds at- 
tempt to rear two or sometimes three 
broods a year, and, moreover, the breeding 
lives of many pairs may continue through 
several seasons. It would not be too much 
to say, then, that for every success the 
birds of our flelds and woods suffer seven 
or eight failures. In some classes the pro- 
portion is greater, in others less. Many 
seabirds rear chicks from nearly every e¢g&r 
they produce, so safe are the conditions 
surrounding their nesting life. 


Now, this mortality is not equally dis- 
tributed. Birds do not find a part of their 
eggs infertile, nor do a part of each set 
of nestlings die, so that each family loses 
some and save some of its offspring, but 
ordinarily they succeed wholly or else 
wholly fail in respect t6 each brood; and 
every such failure is tragic, however much 
utility it may serve in providing some other 
creature with needed food. Bright and lis- 
some, gay and carelers as our birds seem 
to be, their lives are burdened by dread, and 
that which, should be its most joyous se.- 
son is most frequently fraught with sor- 
row.

Undoubtedly many such an accident has 
happened, and it is probable that in hup- 
dreds of nests the young have i ~0been 
drowned, or chilled, or starved to death by 
this same unseasonable storm. 

I remember that once a foolish chickadees 
nestied in the top of a hollow stump, where 
her chamber was a perfect pocket, and 
while she was sitting a tremendous rain 
fell. I am sure her brood would have been 
drowned in their bed had I not thought of 
them and fixed a temporary pent-house to 
shield their domicile. 

Long continued rains do immense damage 
to the robins' early mud-built nests by 
meiting them down, and that is probably 
the main reason why this bird so persist- 
ently seeks the shelter of our porches and 
out-houses. 

The cliff swallows, too, suffer, in that 
way in wild regions, where they plaster 
their earthen bulb-like homes in dense col- 


onies on the face of a cliff or clay bank, 
whence I have seen them slough off by the 


score when dampened; but they; too, 
“know enough to come in when it rains,’’ 
and wherever civiligation has gone they 
have abandoned their precarious native 
method for nesting sites beneath the eaves 
of barns and have even modified § their 
architecture in adaptation to the new and 
safer positions. 

Gales sometimes upset nesis and hurl 
them out of the trees, though thia is noi so 
frequent an accident as one might expect. 
Sometimes, however. birds place their nests 
most insecurely. 

A robin last summer bull a nest near me 


’ 


in a clump of maples, and was so foolish 
as to rest it upon two nearby branches, 
one of which belonged to one tree and one 
to another. Of course, the first high wind, 
moving the trees at variance, wrenched the 
nest apart. I saw a bluejay’s nest lately 
subject to a similar accident. A dove's nest 
that | had been watching. because of its 
unusual position on the edge of a ledge of 
rocks, came to an end by the? eggs being 
rolled over the cliff in a gust of a thunder 
storm. 

The only nest of those among tree branch- 
es really safe in respect to gales is the 
pendant purse of the Baltimore oriole. 
which sways with the elastic twigs at the 
extremity of which it hangs. and suffers no 
harm as long as they hold theig form. This 
nest is secure against many other dangers 
to which most are exposed, and probably 
the comparative abundance of this beautl- 
ful denizen of our parks and orchards and 
rural highwavs is largely due to this fact. 

Misfortunes that befall bird families 
through physical agencies such as rains, 
foods. gales, forest fires and the like, play 
but a small part, however, in the “infant 
mortality’’ of the woods, beside the loss 
from marauders of various sorts, from the 
bird’s-nesting boy or cattle’a-crushing foot 
to the minute insect verium that sometimes 
compel small species to abandon thelr hair 
or wool-lined nests before the proper time.

Hardly any car- 
niv e will refuse to rob a bird's nest, and

many diligentiv I was 
passing through a thicket. the other day 
with my terrier at my heels when a field 
sparrow jumped away from my feet in a 
manner indicating that she had just left 
her nest. While I was searching about for 
it I glanced at my dog and saw the little 
rasca!l—who is by no means thievish—with 
his rose in the poor sparrow's snug home, 
pick'ng up the remains of the last egg. 

This momentary return to primitive ways 
on Waggles’ part reminded me that in the 
arctic regions the foxes grow fat in spring 
after their winter famine by feast'ng upon 
the eggs and young of the marsh-breeding 
water fowl, and nearer home the foxes 
help to decimate our nesting 
game bird, 


The mink, badger. skunk, muskrat and 
woodrats are all robbers of ground-bulit 
nests, and even the mice destroy many 
small ones, while the wildcat, weasel. rac- 
coon and red squirrel climb trees in a sys- 
tematic search for eggs and squabs, sub- 
largely at this season (when. in- 
deed, other foods for them is scarce) upon 
these delicacies. 


The chipmunk does some similar damage, 
but the gray ai.d fox equirrels are tnno- 
cent of it, elee it would prove most mis- 
chievous to cultivate them ftmoclty parks 
and vilage streets 

Yet none of these animals, nor in thick- 
ly s€ttled districts, all of them together 
equal domestic cats In this rapine. Night 
and day in the neighborneed of towns. not 
only, but upe gdarme. they range the woods 
and feids sear ‘ing high and low for birds’ 


nests. No single agency—with the possibie 
exception of the English sparrow—has done 
#0 much to drive away and diminish our 
village birds as these useless and dreadful 
‘pets.’ 

I was told by an intelligent man who took 
pains to “keep tab’ on Tabby that one 
single house cat in western New York 
last summer destroyed 68 nests within a 
radius of a mile from the farmhouse. Ev- 
ery lover of birds and a!! audobon societics 
should organize the fiercest kind of a cru- 
sade against vagrant cats as the prime 
movement in every plan of bird preserva- 
tion. 


Several birds are nest robbers. the moet 
arrant offenders in the United States being 
magpies. crows (especialy the southern 
fish crow), jays and, along the seashore. 
certain gulls. These destroy thousands of 
sets of eggs in each district every spring. 
In a special sort of way, and locally. the 
English sparrows belong in this ecr:mmina/ 
class, for often they tear nests to pleces 
in order to rebuild for themselves or to 
use the materials. The mest sufferers 
from these bandits are the barn swallows, 
which have been greatly lessened in many 
localities in the East by this meane 

The birds of prey are active at thie sea- 
son, too, especially the owls, which pounce 
at night vpon the sitting mothera, and, 
Cragging them from their nests leave the 
little ones to starve, or, perhaps, to form 
a sccond course of the meal. 

Even worse are the snakes. An African 
serpent feeds so exclusively upon eggs that 
it has & mouth eapectally fitted for break- 
ing and consuming them Birds breeding 
on the ground are especially lable to this 
foe, and it Is the natural hostility ali 
bir ferl| tov «rd this enemy that leads 
ihe alte ‘| often with such reck- 


leasnese that people say the snake 
ates’ them within reach of ite af 
In our country the most pe 
gucceseful nest honter is the Ble 
which is an expert climber.

Alley Have Discouraged 
the Celestials Until 
There Are No Women 
or Children and Few 
Men in This Famous St. 
Louis Community. 


T. LOUIS’ Chinatown today is not 
S what it was a few years ago, and 
the population ig diminishing so rap- 
fidiy that there are no children or women 
left in the district known as ‘Hop Alley.”’ 
Three years ago there were from 30 to 
#) opium dens in “Hop Alley,”’ and a thriv- 
fing business was done with the male and 
Temale devotees of the ‘“pipe.’’ 

So reguiar did the police raid these dens 
fn the endeavor to stamp out the vile 
smelling holes that most of the smokers 
secured ‘‘lay-outs"’ of their own and con- 
tinued the use of the pipe in their homes, 

A few “dope” fiends now frequent the 
alicy and at night may be seen ‘hitting’ 
the long, bamboo pipe, blowing clouds of 
slumber-laden smoke from their swollen 
lips. 

To these nerve-numbed creatures the 
pipe is heaven, and half the night is spent 
in rolling the pills and inhaling the fumes 
of the coveted opium. 

A smoker who is known to the keeper 
of the den has no trouble in receiving a 
pipe and bunk, and after paying the neces- 
sary quarter crawis up in the bunk and 
stretching out comfortably commences on 
the health-destroying smoke. 


A mottle-faced Chinaman slowly drags 
his opium-soaked person to the bunk an 
with a long, thin needle scrapes off a 
#mall piece of ‘“‘dope’’ from a card and 
holds it over a tiny flame.

T IS uncommon in a large city like St 

Louis to find a district composed of 

people of one particular race patroled 
by a policeman of that particular nation- 
ality. 

Such a district really exists in St. Louis 
and there are two patrolmen and one police 
sergeant in the district. 

The old Ashley tenement building, Broad- 
way and Ashley streets, is tenanted almost 
exclusively by natives of Poland, who live 
in this building like one large family. 

In fact there are 513 people huddled to- 
gether in this big, barnilke structute and 
form a small township by themselves. Po- 
licemen Wardensk! and Mantkowski are 
stationed in this district and serve under 
Sergeant Trojanowski. 

It ie hgre that most of the Polish wed- 
dings and dances occur. Wecdings are fre- 
quent, as the Pole is a home-loving in- 
dividual, and few of them remain single. 
Dances are given cvery Saturday evening
